The religion of the Fox Indians 

of Iowa, as revealed in their rituals: 

~had little to do with ethics, accord. 
ing to Dr. Truman Michelson of the 
Smithsonian institution’s bureau of | 
American ethnology. Doctor Michel- 
son has returned from Tama, lowa, 
where he has been recording these 
rituals, 

Unlike Christianity and other re- 
ligions, the old Fox religion did not 
concern itself with rules of conduct. 
Its ceremonials were supposed to 
have been ordered by supernatural 
spirits in the long ago, and each’ ot 
them has a distinct purpgse in view, 
such as the avoidance of disease, 
prevention of anyone speaking ill 
against the chief’s village, or the 
insurance of success in war and 
similar ventures. 

‘Doctor Michelson found vark 
ous rituals to be built on the same 
general’ pattern. In some cases 
songs recur and the speaking parts 
are repeated werd for word. Some 
of the rituals are still practiced by 
living members of - thé tribe,..but 
they have in large measure lost, their 
religious significance. and become 

‘Mere occasions for social gather- 


ings. 

In 1911, says Doctor Michelson, 
a majority of the tribe lived in bark 
houses or wigwams of rush. Now
